Coffee County BOE members approve 
purchase of five new buses for system

During the regular month-_ 


ly meeting for the Coffee 
County Board of Education 
held last Thursday ‘eve- 
ning, Dec. 8, board mem- 


-bers approved the purchase 
of five new buses for the 


school system. 
Superintendent Kelly 
Cobb said due to fleet 
renewal monies and other 
funds available that no local 
dollars would be used in 
purchasing the five buses. 
She said the average cost of 
a school bus now is around 
$116,000 each, but that the 
system would be purchas- 


$108,000 each. 
She said the buses would 
be equipped with every- 


thing. as normal, including. 


air conditioning, cameras, 
ete. 

“It is outstanding and 
shows the strong fiscal 
management of the sys- 
tem,” Cobb said’ in being 
able to purchase the buses 
without using local monies. 

“Board members approved 
the schedule of meetings 
for 2023. There will be no 
regular meeting in January. 


_ Beginning in February, the 


approved schedule for regu- 
lar meetings will be — Feb. 
2; March 2; April 6, May 4; 
June 8; July 6; Aug. 3; Sept. 


7; Oct. 5; Nov. 9, and Dec. 
7 — with all meeting set for 
5:30 p.m. unless otherwise 
noted. 

One personnel matter was 
recommended for board 
approval. The resignation 
of Matt Barton, student ser- 
vices supervisor for the sys- 
tem was approved, effective 
Dec. 31, 2022. 

Also, regarding person- 
nel, Cobb introduced the 
new football coach for New 
Brockton High~ School. 
Jason Barnett was recom- 
mended and hired for that 
position. He and his wife

Police Chief provides year-to-date 
statistics report to Elba City Council 


Area Happenings 


During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
evening, Police Chief Troy 
Staley provided a year-to- 
date activity report for his 
department. 

The chief said his offi- 
cers had issued 824 traffic 
citations during 2022 as of 
Monday evening. He said 
officers also had issued 596 
warnings over the year. 

Regarding . drug-related 
arrests, Staley said Elba Po- 
lice had made 50 arrests for 
possession of a controlled 
substance, as well as’50 ar- 
rests for possession of drug 
paraphernalia. He said there 
had been one trafficking ar- 
rest. Also, he noted four ar- 
rests for distribution of a 
controlled substance but said 
that number is actually high- 


er than four. 

Elba Police so far this year 
have made six arrests for fel- 
ony possession of marijuana, 
and more than 34 arrests for 
possession of marijuana — 
second degree, according to 
the police chief. 

Asked about his staff, 
Staley said the department 
is down three officers from 
being fully-staffed. He said 
there had remained one va- 
cancy since he took the job, 
however, he had lost two offi- 


cers previously hired by him 


due to better paying jobs. 
“T’ve lost one officer to 
another agency after he was 
offered a pretty substantial 
pay increase, and I lost an- 
other officer to a completely 
different career where he 
could make more money.”

PASTOR? S CORNER

Would you have said ‘Yes!’? 


“Then Mary said, ‘Here am I, the servant of the Lord; let 
it be with me according to your word.” --Luke 1:38 


This part of the Christmas story is simply amazing. The 
God of the universe, when the time was just right (see 
Galatians 4:4), launched his long-anticipated plan to save 
lost humankind. It was a plan that involved a teenage girl, 
who would become pregnant by the Holy Spirit, and the 
child born would be named Jesus, “because he will save 
his people from their sins” (Matthew 1:21). He will also be 
called “Immanuel,” because he is “God with us” (Matthew 
1:23). This event--what is referred to as the “incarnation,” 
or God himself taking on flesh and blood--astounds me 
every time I read about it. Think about it for a moment: 
The God of the universe became a human being, a tiny, 
vulnerable human being, a baby at that. 

Who could think this stuff up? Not even Hollywood 
could dream up something so astoundingly strange or 
outlandish! 

But equally amazing to me is Mary’s response to the 
angel’s announcement that she would become pregnant 
and give birth to a baby. After initial surprise and bewil- 
derment at how this could happen, she simply said, “Ok, 
let’s do this!” 

Mary is this simple, young, unmarried woman who says 
“Yes” to God. Don’t miss this or you’ll miss a very impor- 
tant part of what Christmas is all about. 

Christmas is about God sending a savior to us, a savior 
who entered our world in the usual way, not as a full- 
grown man, but as a tiny baby. He “became flesh” we’re 
told, and “made his dwelling among us” (John 1:14). And 


even though he possessed in himself life and light (see 


John 1:4), John also tells us that “he came to his own but 
his own did not receive him” (John1:11). “Yet to all who 
believed in his name, he gave the right to become children 
of God...” (John 1:12). 

Sadly, it’s still the same today: Some open their heart 
to God and say “Yes!” to his amazing gift of love. But 
many won't. 

Like Mary, we all need an open, welcoming | heart to 
simply by faith say, “Yes!” to God.

The Pressbox

We did a little Christmas shopping over the weekend 
with the Dunn Family and our youngest grandson Cannon 
and while we walked a few more miles than I had planned 
for and spent a few more dollars than I had hoped for, it 
was a good day as Cannon met Santa Claus for the first 
time and seemed to enjoy every moment he was awake 
looking at all the people and decorations. I guess it was the 
start of a new Christmas tradition. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers ran their winning streak to four 
games last week with solid road wins over Goshen and 
Pike Lib, and all of the sudden the Tigers look like a team 
that could make some noise as the season progresses. 
While Elba does shoot around twenty three-pointers a 
game, its biggest asset is its speed all over the court that 
forces turnovers and leads to steals that result in breakaway 
baskets. The Tigers aren’t the most talented team in the 
state, but play as hard as any team you will see and are 
getting better every time they take the court. The Lady 
Tigers also posted two wins last week with two of their 
players on the bench nursing injuries and are beginning 
to play the style of ball that Coach Shaun Hammonds has 
used over the years to pile up wins. The Elba girls get 
after the ball all over the court on defense and do commit 
more than their share of fouls, but get away with a lot of 
fouls that aren’t called and use the style to fluster their 
opponents. No wins will come easy for either Elba team, 
but I think both teams will get their share of wins as the 
season rolls along. 

*** Tt was an interesting week for the teams in the 
area as Brantley began to roll and already has three wins 
under its belt, Kinston grabbed a big cross-county win over 
New Brockton, Zion Chapel clobbered Samson and New 
Brockton battled, but fell short in two games. An early- 
season observation is that Brantley will only get better and 
big the team to beat in the area, while Kinston will surprise 
some folks as the season rolls along, Zion Chapel will get 
its share of wins and New Brockton will also surprise some 
folks and pull off some upsets along the way. Over with the 
girls, New Brockton is the most improved team in the area 
despite its less than impressive record and will only get 
better and better, while Kinston has three sisters and new 
coach that seem to have pumped new life into the program, 
Brantley will pick up a few wins along the way and pull 
off an upset or two, and Zion Chapel will look to just get 
better in a rebuilding season. 

*** Many small college basketball teams play much 
larger schools early in the season to make money, while at 
the high school level many teams compete against bigger 
schools early in the season to get ready for area play. The 
latter is definitely the case for the Kinston Bulldogs, who 
have challenged just about any team they could find to 
get ready for their ‘second season’ that comes after the 
holidays. The 1A Bulldogs have lost to SA Headland, 4A 
Andalusia, 3A powers Houston Academy and Geneva, and 
2A bullies Geneva County and G.W. Long. The rest of the 
schedule can’t get any harder than that! Zion Chapel has 
also not backed away from competition in early-season 
play as the 2A Rebels have split with 4A Dale County and 
1A power Florala, while losing close games to Abbeville 
and Ariton. I know the coaches at Kinston and Zion Chapel 
don’t believe in moral victories. So, there is no doubt the 
schedules were made to get their teams ready to make a 
run, : 

*** T know many college football fans and coaches 
believe college football players should have the right 
to change schools if they feel like they made a mistake 
making their first choice out of high school and should 
also be able to cash in on the use of their name, image 
and likeness. This may be true and is now the law of the 
land, but I for one believe the ‘player portal’ and ‘nil’ have 
destroyed college sports! When player can leave a college 
anytime he wishes for any reason it is almost impossible 
for a college to build a program by simply recruiting 
high school players. Just about every single high school 
standout that heads to college thinks they will head on 
to the pros. However, when for some reason they don’t 
make the starting lineup or feel their true ‘value’ may not 
be reached, they now simply enter the portal and change 
schools. To make matters worse for the coaches, name, 
image, likeness rules don’t exist and you know college 
boosters make calls to players with offers of ‘legal money’ 
if they will change schools. Alabama has already had five 
offensive linemen enter the portal, and while that isn’t 
exactly a glamorous position, I have read that a booster in 
Texas has a standing offer of $1 million to any offensive 
lineman that signs with the school. College sports now has 
annual ‘free agency” for all its players in all sports, and 
with the big money being waved in front of the players 
faces the portal will only get busier and busier in years 
to come as the players sell their wares. Maybe it is time 
for colleges to just stop giving athletic scholarships and 
go back to the days of intramural athletics, with real 
students playing the games for fun, and let the ‘big money’ 
universities and athletes create’ a new professional league 
as nothing more than a source of income for the schools. 
Hey folks, believe it or not, the college sports world we 
grew up watching is over for good!
